There are many interesting facts to be gained b> 


the study of the figures of the 1920 census. We note, 
for example, that all of the states but one gained in popu- 
lation during the decade, and some of them quite re- 
markably. This one state -vs as Xevada. «hich lost for- 
ty-four thousand population. Oregon gained a httlc 
over one hundred thousand, "Washington a little o\ er two 
hundred thousand and California over a million. Tn 
other words the Pacific coast gained during the decade 
about a million three hundred thousand. 


Ohio's gain A\a? ^er\ nearly a million while Xew 


York state gained about the same number as the entire 
Pacific coast gained. Pennsylvania gained a little over 


~ a million. Indiana s gain ^\ as about one-fifth that of | 


Ohio. Illinois' gain wa^ about as many as Ohio. 


Another interesting feature is the diffusions of ne 


groes in the north and in the west. In every- section of 


, the country the negroes have increased in population. 


Their increase in the south ^ as very slight being but 
"one and nine-tenth* per cent but their increase in the 
north was forty-three per cent in ten 3 ear» and in the 
west over fifty-five per cent.
